News from Various Quarters.

CALIFORNIA". — E G. l J nige, known in Sun 
Francisco as 'Dow Junior,' of the Gulden Era, 
died in that city on the 4th inst. lie was 
the author of the "Dow Sermons," com- 
menced in the New York Visitor, of which 
he was one of the publishers, and continued 
in the Golden Era. 

A sale of thirty-one hives of honey bees, 
brought from tlie East, wore sold in San 
Francisco recently, at prices varying from 
S20 to $75j each. 

A large humpback whale not long since 
entered the Golden Gate and went on an ex- 
cursion to Beneoja, where he created some 
excitement. 

The Marysville and San Francisco Rail- 
road Company will immediately commence 
grading nn the line of their mad from Suisun 
Citv to Knight's Landing, a distance of 42 
miles. The grading is so light that the work 
will be pushed forward very rapidly. 

In Kern river valley, Buena Vista county, 
there are springs almost boiling hot as they 
come through the ground and run a sluice 
head. The waters are said to taste very 
similar to that of the Blue Lick Springs in 
Kentucky. It is stated that during the time 
of the earthquakes in 1857 the water from 
these springs was intensely hot, and con- 
tinued so for some six months after. One 
spring was entirely closed up bv the earth- 
quake, and it is now dry ground where it 
once run. 

All the Humes on Scott, river have been 
carried away by the late freshet. 

The Republicans of San Francisco, 10, 
the 0th inst., fired, from Telegraph Hill, one- 
hundred and fourteen guns by way of rejoic- 
ing over the recent Republican victories in 
the Eastern free States. 



From Silt Lake. — TheDesetet News, of 
November 0th, has the following; 

Some very extensive ope ations in mule 
and horse stealing have been reported of 
late in ibis and adjoining counties — ten or 
more changing hands in that way in one 
night, in several instances. 

The Valley Tan, of the same date records 
the following marriage extraordinary. 

We saw, a week or two ago, walking down 
Main street from the direction of the " Presi- 
dent's Office,'' a man accompanied by four 
iadies. An air slight of perturbation in the 
party, mingled with evident expressions of 
satisfaction and happiness, led ns 10 inquire 
who they were. Some one present inform- 
ed us t ha t ihey were a p;«rty that had 
been up to President Young's office to be 
married, anil that the four ladies had just 
been united in indissoluble' bonds to the 
man accompanying ihem.

The miners or 
aati-leasers had banded together to the num- 
ber, of 500, and were defying the laws. 
In reference to this subject the Melbourne 
Herald says: 

When tho dispute first arose between the 
miners and the leasers at Brown's, public 
opinion gave it unanimously in favor of the 
former. There was much sympathy felt for 
them, because it was believed that they had 
been dealt with unjustly by the government. 
Whether designedly or not, the latter had 
leased a piece of ground to a company over 
the beads of the miners, as they averred.

Tho pnople of Kan, the most southern 
district of Hawaii, had gol op a kind ol insur- 
rection to resist the collection of taxes. — 
The Commercial says that their intention 
was evidently to throw off the Government 
ol the present king, anil proclaim Kinavv as 
King, Such was the programme as boldly 
proclaimed, anil the lack of a leader of chiel 
blood was the only thing that prevented the 
affair from assti ruing serious proportions, 
ami involving the loss of life. The rebel- 
lion did not amount to much in results, and 
was easily suppressed.

The Independent Man. 

" Vote for the independent man," is the 
reiterated advice to electors in yesterilay'n 
Gazette. And very eood advice it is, so far 
as it goes, provided it be honestly given, 
and properly applied. But independence, 
like reform, is often misunderstood and mis- 
applied. But these and other taking words 
are found to be so popular, on account of the 
principles represented by them where sin- 
cerely used, that they are greedily coveted 
and largely employed as political capital, by 
those who have no rii>ht whatever so to 
appropriate them. Not every gilded coin 
has the ring of the true- metal in it, or will 
stand the chemical test. And not every 
political aspirant or public journal that 
affects to make "independence" and "re- 
form" watchwords, will be found on rigid 
icrutiny, to be truly independent and pro- 
gressive. 

" By their fruits ye shall know them," is 
an ancient maxim of obvious and acknow- 
ledged truth. The electors of this island 
will do well to remember and act upon it in 
the coming contest. Already, in this young 
Colony, occasions have arisen to try men's 
principles. Let the record of the past be 
consulted, and it will be seen who have 
stood up bravely and manfully to maintain 
popular rights, and to defend freedom from 
encroachment. The record will also show 
who have proved broken reeds in the hour 
of need, who have hesitated to commit 
themselves on great questions umil satisfied 
it was safe to do so, and who have coveted 
office and emolument. Those who have 
proved unreliable once, will be very apt to 
betray the same characteristic again Thoie 
who uniformly wait until the current sets 
strong in a particular direction before they 
embark, are not exactly the men to shape 
the destinies of a new country. 

Not every one who proclaims himself in- 
dependent, is really so. Not everyone who 
(/tints himself independent, is so. Some- 
times, on trying occasions, men who previ. 
onsly meant to be independent, yield to the 
force of circumstances, and betray their in- 
nate weakness. They are like raw recruits, 
who go to the battle-field feeling very brave, 
and firmly resolved to "do or die," hut 
when the charge comes, their courage leaves 
them, and they flee. Not a few well-mean- 
ing persons lack discrimination and stamina. 
In exigencies, when these qualities are 
nv>st needed, they fail to see through flimsy 
preiences, and to defy temptation. On the 
other hand, the independent man is proof 
against specious arguments designed to 
make the worse appear the belter reason, 
and stands firm when other) waver. 

It is possible io be independent of some 
influences, yet servile and trammeled in 
respect to others. H. B. C. is not the only 
brand of slavery that may be worn in this 
colony. P. is quite as humiliating, if 1101 
more so. Now thai the crown has fallen 
from the head of the hoary monopoly, it is 
receiving contemptuous treatment in quar- 
ters where, but yesterday, its smiles and fa- 
vors were eagerly coveted. Some, tired of 
paying it court, are suddenly unwilling to 
do it justice, The truly independent man 
will consult no class. He will not hold up 
his opinions to be blown uno shape by the 
wind of popular feeling. He will advocate 
what he believes to be right, without stop- 
ping to ask how many will go with him in 
his manly course, assured that in the end, 
truth must triumph over all opposition. 

Nor must it bo forgotten, that indepen- 
dence is not the only desideratum in the 
representatives of the people. A man may 
be independent but incapable ; or he may 
be independent, but inexperienced, Ur 
again, independent, — but crotchety. Or yet 
again, independent, but wrong in his views 
of things. On many questions it is possible 
to bo independently wrong, as well as inde- 
pendently right. A Derby ma) be as inde- 
pendent as a Palmerston or a Russell, while 
their policies are as wide as the poles as- 
sunder. Hence we want not only capable, 
experienced, common-sense men to repre- 
sent us, — but mi.n who have in addition in 
these qualifications, erred views of public 
policy. It should therefore be required of 
all candidates; not merely that they declare 
themselves in general terms, independent, 
and ready to go for reform, but that they 
explicitly state their political views, point 
out the reforms they think desirable, — and 
indicate to the constituencies, they aspiie to 
represent, the measures they believe the 
country needs, and to which, if elected, their 
support will ba given.
